AN ENGLISH DESERTER ON THE 
FRENCH MAIL IN sINGAPORE. 
Tho Straits Times of 13th. inst, says :— 

.By tho M. M, mail steamor Djemuah, 
which arrived ot Singaporo yesterday fore- 
noon, bringing H. EK. ths Governor, there 
also came a deserter froma Queen’s ship. 
Tho firet intimation of the man buing on 
board was given by Commander White of 
H. {. 8. Porpeise, who communicated with 
the ~hief Police officer, .The warrant was 
handed over to Sergeant Strachan, who 
after getting into plain clothes proceeded 
to the wharf, saw the steamor come in 
and saw oll the passengers disembark, 
with the exception of one man, who after- 
wards turned ont to be the mau -wanted. 
The desorter was apparently acquainted 
with the natare of his positron, aa 
he anxiously paced the upper deck 
casting lunging eyes towards the shore, 
yet knowing that once off tho steamer 
“which flow the flug vf France, he was lia-’ 
ble to be arrested. The Sergoaht sav the 
man’s predicament, and for nearly two 
hours kept himself hidden in one of the 
coal sheds, watching every movement of the 
man on the Djemnah, At last the Sergeant 
saw the man cume forward to the top of 
the yangway Indder and. holding up 4 letter 
in'one hand and a dollar in the other, go 
through a seri 6 of gesticulations in the ap- 
parent undeavour to get one of thy hackney 
carringe syecs by the sido of the wharf to 
goto him to post tho lever, fur which ser- 
vice the syce would rvcoive a gratuity cf 
one dollar, ‘THe Kling ssces, huwever, did 
not take kintly-to the man's demonstration, 
in fact they seemed rather afraid to go near 
the abip, ‘Lhis wout on for a few minus a, 
when the man apparently thoronghly exas- 
perated with his trying si uation, made a 
step down the ladder. .He es opped for a 
moment to look around for any signs «f 
danger, but onty seeing a swarm of Chinese 
coding coulies, proceeded.  Resiching the 
whorf, -he went towards the yharrics by 
the side of the wharf about 20 ft., away 
from the ship’s side. and was just engaging 
ina conversation with the syce, when 
Sergeant Strachan emerged from his hid- 
ing. placa, crept up to his man, tapped him 
on the shoulder, and ina few words gave 
him tu understand that there was a war- 
rant for-his arrest. The words were no 
sooner spoken than the man bocame fu- 
rious. The officer caught him by tho arm 
aud for a minute or sy there was & des- 
perate tussle betwoen the two, and they 
yredually came nearer to the ladder leading 
tothe ship. Assistance, however, came to 
hand from a marine native policeman, and 
seeing that resistance was uselesa tho dceser- 
ter gave in, He ‘was taken before the 
Chief P-lice Officer, and finally on board 
the Porpuise, where ho now isawaiting to 
bensant hone to be tried by the authorities 
for desertiun. 

As far as.can be gathered it seems that 
the man waa an engineer on board H. B.S,
